The bills have been arriving in the mail all week, 
and most of them are considerably higher than last 
year’s high bills.

On the Bloomingdale Town­ 
ship side of Addison, the rates 
are higher than anywhere in 
North DuPage. 
On the Addison Township side 
of the village, the rates are low­ 
er than anywhere else. 
Bloomingdale Township also 
is a bugaboo for Roselle, where 
tax rates are next high to those 
in neighboring Addison. 
Itasca is next, with rates al­ 
most the same for everyone liv­ 
ing on both sides of the township 
line. 
Except for the Addison Town­ 
ship portion of Addison, the low­ 
est rates in North DuPage are 
o be paid in the Village of 
Bloomingdale, Wood Dale a n d 
Bensenville, in that order. 
THE IMPACT of new village 
services has had the most effect 
on some areas, while school ref­ 
erenda during 1966 boosted the 
rates in other areas. 
The highest village tax rate 


is in Roselle—$6.30 per $1,000 
assessed valuation — and the 
lowest is Bloomingdale, at $1.42. 
Roselle’s rate is a decrease 
from $6.93 the previous year, 
while Bloomingdale’s remained 
steady. 
Wood Dale’s rate also is low— 
at $2.76, and also is the same 
as the previous year.

DuPage County is going to 
try to collect $79,598,191 in per­ 
sonal property, capital stock 
and real estate taxes from 
county taxpayers this year. 
All the bills were in the mail 
by Friday, according to Du­ 
Page County Treasurer Elmer 
Hoffman. 
‘The individual is responsible 
for payment of his own taxes,” 
he 
warned, 
urging 
residents 
who have not received a bill 
by next Wednesday to call his 
office. 
Some 15,000 homes received 
275,690 tax bills this year, or 
about 4,000 more than last year. 
Those 4,000 account for much 
of the $67 million increase in the 
county’s total assessed valua­ 
tion. 
LAST YEAR, 99.69 per cent 
of all real estate taxes were 
paid, including money realized 
from the sale of delinquent tax 
properties. 


And, about 85.14 per cent of 
all personal property tax bills 
were paid last year, after the 
county instituted a new court 
procedure with the state’s at­ 
torney’s office. 
Before IBM equipment can 
take on the task of estimating, 
preparing and mailing tax bills, 
township assessors must turn in 
books listing all properties and 
assessments placed on them. 
WHEN A TAXPAYER has a 
beef about his bill—or just a 
question—he should go to his 
township assessor first, Hoff­ 
man said 
If still not satisfied, he may 
ti ke the matter to the Board of 
Review in the county courthouse 
in Wheaton. 
All personal property taxes 
and the first installment of real 
estate taxes are due June I. 
Second installment payments on 
real estate taxes must be in by 
Sept. I.

Seminars Present 
Good Opportunity 


Not th DuPage communities have an unusual oppor 
tunity to equip themselves for solving present and 
future growth problems in the planning seminars sched 
uled to start Thursday in the Addison Municipal Build­ 
ing. 


The six-session seminars sponsored by the North 
DuPage Planning Council (NDPC) were specifically 
tailored by council members for local plan commission 
zoning board and village board members in the IO 
member communities of the NIPC. 
So far, Roselle, Carol Stream and Bensenville 
have officially indicated they will attend. Elmhurst, 
Bloomingdale, Addison and Itasca have given a 
favorable verbal response. Wayne, Wood Dale and 
Glendale Heights have not indicated intent. 
We feel the response should be more enthusiastic. 
Pending growth problems increasingly call ,for in­ 
depth knowledge of planning procedures and goals. 
The proposed extension of the Eisenhower Express­ 
way through Addison to 1-90 via Itasca will provide 
easy access to north DuPage from the entire Chicago 
metropolitan area. 
This is expected to generate tremendous pressures 
for development of remaining empty land in the area. 
It raises such questions as: 
How should this land be developed? Should high 
zoning standards be lowered to allow high density home 
and apartment building? 
How can traffic be best routed through these 
communities? 
What will be the proper ratio of 
industrial, commercial and residential development 
of the area? 
What ratio should north DuPage communities estab­ 
lish between population, and park and recreation areas? 
How can communities best plan for pressures of 
development? 
The answers to these questions and more fall within 
the domain of planning. 
Planning commissions and zoning boards are ad­ 
visory arms of their village boards. 
Yet, as presently constituted, they are ill-equipped 
to provide long term solutions to such important prob­ 
lems. 


Because there are so few local citizens with 
experience in planning, villages usually select plan 
commission members on the basis of willingness 
to serve. 
And since planning in the past has been considered 
a dull business at the local level, villages frequently 
have trouble finding citizens willing to serve. 
NDPC members designed the planning seminars to 
overcome a lack of knowledge on the part of planning 
and zoning board members. 
Program will focus on specific local problems 
iii such areas as open space, refuse disposal, sew­ 
age treatment, transportation, industrial develop­ 
ment and central business districts. 
The seminars are designed to help participants 
gain insight into planning problems, understand the 
relationship between communities, and become aware 
of what can be done at a local level to anticipate 
problems. 
There is always opposition to intervention in local 
problems by other levels of government. 
But it is a certainty that if problems in north 
DuPage are not solved locally, someone else will step 
in to solve them.

State’s Attorney William V. Hopf reveals that his office will 
begin legal proceedings this week against members of the 
DuPage Tuberculosis Sanatorium Board and its director, Dr. 
Otto L. Bet tag The complaint to be filed will contest the much- 
publisized salary hike to $35,000 per year and the retroactive pay 
increase for 1966 amounting to $10,000. 
The county board, according to Chairman Paul Ronske, 
authorized the state’s attorney to proceed ‘‘in a manner he 
deems necessary to test the legality of the contract between the 
publicized salary hike to $35,000 per year and the retroactive pay 
increase.” 
In no sense, Ronske makes it clear, is the county board 
questioning the ability of Dr. Bettag, his competency in his 
field as a medical man or his accomplishments as director 
of the TB board in DuPage County. 
But despite the fact that the suit will be prosecuted on the 
merit of “legality,” there are strong personalities involved and 
legal people with more than ordinary forensic 
abilities and legal learning . For this reason, any 
way you look at it, this proceeding has got to be 
“a spectacular”.

Faced with a tightening money situation and 
determined to maintain a “pay-as-you-go posture,” the county 
board was upset when it 
learned of the TB board s pay escala­ 
tion for its director after the first 
of the year. It was then 
announced that the matter would be fully investigated and the 
action this week of the state’s attorney is a direct result of that 
investigation. 
State s attorney Hopf says that he and his staff have 
been working on the case for more than a month and dozens 
of court decisions have been scanned that have a bearing 
on the issues involved. 
The board of directors constituting the DuPage County 
Sanatorium Board involved in the proceeding are: Edwin F. 
Neckermann, M.D., chairman, Elmhurst; Mrs. Charles F. 
Hamilton, Itasca; E. B. Johnson, Hinsdale. 
Members are Appointed by the county board and serve for a 
term of three years. One of the three must be a medical doctor. 
But the appointments must be staggered so that the term of one 
member expires each year. Thus, it is held, the life of the TB 
board as a legal functioning body expires every year and no 
contract can be binding for longer than the life of any duly 
constituted board. Right here, in the state’s attorney’s view, is 
the crux of the matter. 
The complaint to be filed in the circuit court will 
“contain many allegations of fact and law.” it will be a 
twofold action: First, it will challenge the legality of the 
contract entered into by the TB board and its director and 
second, it will seek to recover any funds paid to the director.

if it is so found by the court that they have been illegally 
unclear and confused, and many county officials are bothered 
paid- 
about it. 


It is admitted that the TB board is by statute an autonomous 
body. It draws up its own budget every year and submits it to 
the county board, so the latter can set up the tax rate which will 
yield the tax funds required for a given fiscal year to satisfy 
budget expenditures. It has been the practice of the county 
board not to attempt to change the budget in anyway. Thus in the 
past a practice has been established which makes the county 
board a rubber stamp, giving tacit approval via fixing the tax 
levy, but having nothing to say how the collected taxes are being 
spent. 


In the view of the state's attorney, salary payments must be 
made subject to the budget. The budget imust spell them out. 
Since the increase in the director’s salary, and particularly the 
retroactive payment of $10,000, is not contained in the budget it 
is precluded by its absence from the budget. 
If a salary 
payment can be made retroactive for a preceding year, why 
couldn't it be made retroactive for two preceding years and so 
ad infinitum. 


The line, it is contended, must be drawn between reason 
and common sense on the one hand and absurdity on the 
other. It is not always easy to find this line and it is the job 
of the state's attorney to point out where it is and to convince 
the court. Hence the consultation with a multitude of 
previous court decisions allegedly having a bearing in this 
case. 


“Debt cannot be created against a governing body for more 
than one year except by referendum.” This is conclusive and 
accepted law, according to the state’s attorney. True there are 
instances where governing bodies appear to do it for more than 
one year but, on analysis, will be found to be specific cases. 
Specific powers have been granted them to accomplish this. 
The state’s attorney will attack the four year contract, 
therefore, on the grounds just cited, that the TB board is without 
legal authority whatsoever to enter into any contract that does 
not terminate within a calendar year. 


Thus the stage is being set for “great argument about it.” 
This action will explore the whole field of operations 
of 
the TB board and seek a determination as to what specific 
powers this body can exercise under the statute that set it up. 
And further the suit seeks to find where the limitations of those 
powers are. 


Beyond this, inasmuch as the county board sets up the 
tax levy after receiving the TB budget, what is the legal 
relationship between these two bodies? 
All these questions are being asked and legal answers sought 
because they describe an area of county government which is 


With other such boards in the state, it is contended that a 
conclusive definition of powers that these bodies can legally 
exercise will be a timely contribution to good government all 
over the state. In fact it will enable these TB bodies to operate 
more efficiently for the taxpayers and render a better service to 
the people in the counties in which they are located.

These pro­ 
grams were discontinued, be­ 
cause not only were they use­ 
less in achieving their objec­ 
tives of automobile safety but 
they tended to corrupt our citi­ 
zens.’* 
Knuepfer’s bill calls for an 
investigation of programs

Some o 
the problems which the com 
mission is directed to resolve 
are to reach a decision as to 
what agency of statp govern 
ment might provide the most 
effective direction for a safety 
inspection program.

REDMOND also is trying to

Though Friday was the first 
time the merit board has re­ 
viewed applicants for jobs, the 
merit system has been in effect 
since midnight, March 5. 
At that time, all uniformed 
police officers, bailiffs, process 
servers and paper servers in 
the office of the sheriff went 
under the new plan. 
Jail officers and general of­ 
fice staff, formerly deputized 
by the sheriff, were excluded 
from the merit system. 


IN JANUARY. 1965, Redmond 
was sole sponsor of a House 
Bill to establish a mandatory 
civil service system for all em­ 
ployes in counties of 300,000 to 
500,000 population. 
The bill passed the House on 
June 23, 1965, but was tabled 
in the Senate. 
Redmond returned to the leg­ 
islature this year with a new 
bill to establish civil service 
systems. 
Also in January, 1965, he was 
sole sponsor of the controver­ 
sial House Bill to establish a 
mandatory county police merit 
board in counties above 300,000 
population. 
That bill was tabled in the 
House June 25 after it became 
apparent the dvil service bill 
would fail. 
Meanwhile, 
Republicans 
in 
the Senate the same year had 
introduced a bill to 'provide a 
permissive merit system 
for 
sheriffs’ offices. 
THE BILL passed the Senate 
on March 24. 
It was amended in the House 
April 26 to permit five per cent 
of the voters in ray county 
with 100,000 to 500,000 popula­ 
tion to petition for a referendum 
to decide whether that county 
would establish a sheriffs merit 
system. 
The Senate concurred with 
the House amendment and ap­ 
proved the bill on June 22. 
Redmond came right back to

and

threatening to get referendum 
petitions going. 
UNDER THIS kind of pres­ 
sure, the DuPage County Board 
established a merit system for 
the sheriffs department in De­ 


cember, 1965. 
It wasn’t until March, 1966 
that the county board named 
three members of a merit com­ 
mission, on recommendation of 
a county board committee head­ 
ed by Gerald Weeks of Milton 
Township and membered by 
Fred Koebbeman of Addison 
Township and Stanley Karr of 
York Township. 
Members of the commission 
are Alexander Burek, a Naper­ 
ville attorney, chairman; Rob­ 
ert Stanger, former president 
of Elmhurst College; and Fran­ 
cis Quirk, a Downers Grove 
chiropractor. 
The merit commission worked 
up a set of rules and regula­ 
tions 
and 
finally 
submitted 
them to the county board dur­ 
ing the summer of 1966.

with some of the rules and 
regulations and returned them 
to the commission with the 
mandate to do a more accept­ 
able job. 
The final product finally was 
okayed by the county board 
last December.

WISCONSIN’S waters are beckoning again to Illinois’ fisher­ 
men, and this should be just about the time for a return. 
One of the most popular spring “runs” , that of the white 
bass, is expected to be edging up to near its full tempo, to 
continue at least into mid-May. 
The tasty and game little fish annually attracts thousands of 
anglers to the most popular area: the Fox River, Wolf River and 
Lakes Winneconne, Butte Des Morts and Poygan in between.

The best luck always comes to those who fish deep with 
minnows, and with no limit on numbers or size of white bass in 
Wisconsin, a lot of action is afforded. 
The early walleye fishing in the Badger State has not been 
so good, being very much hampered by the high water of this 
spring, and it s thought the peak is past. The walleye usually 
give way to the white bass, and the pattern appears to be 
holding again. 
The general fishing season in Wisconsin—including for 
northern and muskie—won’t begin until May 13, but weekend 
trips for the lesser fish are certainly worth it now. 
The reports in northern Illinois still are spotty at best, and 
still mostly concerning the taking of crappies and bluegills in the 
Chain-O-Lakes. The crappies are being taken on minnows and 
Pinkie jigs, and the bluegills on worms. 
Bass remain reluctant, with not enough warm days yet to 
get the chill out of the water, and with the water still high on 
most lakes and rivers. 
But surely it can’t last much longer. 1
